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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/22/06 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant disagrees that specification is not enabling. The applicant argues that 
the provisional application teaches rotated overfire air increases the residence time of the staged 
combustion, which de facto reduces the residence time after staged combustion. Therefore, there 
is less residence time in a non-oxidizing environment upstream of the selective catalytic 
reduction relative to over fired air or low NOX burners. The apphcant apparently relies on 
rotated overfire air to increase the residence time. There is no discussion of how the rotated air is 
adjusted. If that were the only parameter that is adjusted it would still require undue 
experimentation to enable the invention. Additionally, the specification additionally lists 7 
parameters to increase the residence time and 4 parameters to increase the reducing potential in 
the flue gases. The specification has few details as to what values these parameters should be in 
order to enable the invention. Consequently the specification is not enabling. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Claim 1 refers to adjusting 
the reducing environment time period such that S03 is reduced to S02 prior to selective catalytic 
reduction to achieve a desirable level of SOS" which was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
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connected, to make and/or use the invention. Claim 9 refers to "adjusting the reducing 
environment time period such that S03 is reduced to S02 to achieve a desirable level of SOB" 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Claim 17 refers to "adjusting the reducing environment time period such that S03 is 
preferentially reduced to S02 to achieve a desirable level of S03" which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the appUcation was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Claim 1 refers to "prior to selective catalytic reduction" which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention.
